Claims 1-31 and 33-44 are pending in this application filed 
04/08/2002 . 

Applicant's claims are directed toward UV radiation reflecting 
or absorbing agents, protecting against harmful UV radiation and 
reinforcing the natural skin barrier. 



Claim R ejections - 35 USC S 102

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 
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Claims 1-31 and 33-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Mitchnick et al USP 5,733,531, cited and 
supplied by applicant. 

Mitchnick et al disclose composite UV sunblock compositions 
and the process of making the same. In column 4, Mitchnick further 
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discloses that said particle size is 0.01 to 100 microns. In 
column 5, Mitchnick also discloses that the compositions contain 
polymers. Further in column 5, Mitchnick discloses that the 
composition contains tanning agents and sunscreen agents. 
Mitchnick further discloses that said composition contains 
pigments, moisturizers, perfumes and synthetic oils. Mitchnick 
discloses each and every aspect of the invention as claimed by the 
applicant in the instant case.
